Parents And The Church Have 
The Identical Obligation 


Pastors will please ask all parents to read this Official 


and the Bishop’s article at the top of this page. 


Parents and the Church have the same obligation to the 
Catholic child. It was your child who was taken to church 
for Baptism as your child, but was brought home as a child 
of God. At that moment it became your duty to raise it as a 
“child of God.” It also became the Church’s duty—because 
the child became a member of the Church by that same act— 
to work with you to rear it as a child of God. That is the 
reason for the religious school. The child must have knowl- 
edge of God, must be directed along the path of virtue, must 
know God’s laws, learn how to participate in the Mass, to 
cherish the Sacraments instituted by Christ Himself to pro- 
mote its sanctification. 

It is clear, therefore, that parents and the Catholic school 
must work together. The parent should send good material to 
the grade school by seeing that the pre-school child is trained 
right and also taught its prayers. When-the discipline of the 
school and that of the home are not in harmony, the child 
becomes confused, and naturally it follows the easier dis- 
cipline. Hence the two disciplines should be exactly the same; 
the standards of home and school should be the same. If the 
school had such parental cooperation, the formation of the 
spiritual life of the child would be so much easier. 

You are familiar with the adage “the hand that rocks the 
cradle is the hand that rules the world.” That proverb is no 
longer true. In fact nearly all law enforcement agencies hold 
that juvenile delinquency is blamable chiefly on the mother. 

You should be just as glad to be admonished on these 
things as you would be glad to have physical dangers brought 
to your attention. You are not displeased when experts warn 
you against endangering your child’s physical well-being. Why 
should you not be actually delighted to have those who know 


warn you against things which might lead to your and your 


children’s loss of soul? 
If it be evident that there is a steady decline in morals; 


_ that teen-agers are actually losing their moral sense, then 


parents are obligated to give their adolescent youths whatever

Washington — (NC) — Defense

But this provision was 
knocked out in the House, after 
Chairman Graham Barden of the 
Labor and Education Committee 
protested on grounds that religious 
schools might benefit.

South Bend — Freshmen of Cen- 
tral Catholic high school in South 
Bend will have a_ school all to 
themselves for the next two years. 
They will use the vacant St. 
Mary’s parish school, 431 S. Tay- 
lor street, while the new Catholic 
high school for the city is being 
constructed. 


This was disclosed this week by 
Rt. Rev. John S. Sabo, dean of the 
South Bend deanery. The school 
was vacated a year ago and plans 
are under way now to make it 
ready for opening of school by the 
first of next month. 


Although the freshmen will be 
separated from the three other 
grades in the interest of making 
room available, the class will still 
be an integral part of Central 
Catholic.

The letter followes: 

I promised you a report of my 
Christmas work in thanks for the 
very generous shipment you sent 
me, and I want to describe an in- 
stance which greatly moved me 
and brought me real personal joy. 

A few weeks before Christmas 
there came to us the father of a 
family who was out of work and 
who shortly before had been re- 
leased as a Russian prisoner of 
war. He told me that it was simply 
impossible for him to buy for his 
children the clothing they so badly 
needed. The man was really des- 
perate and quite embittered. I ask- 
ed him to come back on a certain 
day before Christmas, and when he 
returned I handed him such a big 
bundle that he was simply flabber- 
gasted. He stared at me until I 
told him to open the parcel and 
see if everything was all right. 

How the eyes of the poor man 
began to shine as he took article 
after article into his hands, and 
found on each the name of the 


- child for whom it was intended. 


Tears of joy began to run down his 
embittered face as he stammered, 
‘How can I ever make this up to 
you? How can I ever repay you?’ 
Pray for me and for the donors 
at Midnight Mass,’ I suggested. 
‘Sister,’ he said, ‘eight years ago 
I threw overboard my belief in the 
goodness of human beings and 
with it my faith in God. I intended 
never to set foot inside a church 
again, but today I see that human 
love really does exist.’ He began to 
weep and I gave him time to re- 
gain possession of himself. Then 
he promised that he would go to 
Midnight Mass with his family. He 
was a happy man when I shook his 
hand in farewell. 

I had to think of all of you, my 
dear friends, who made it possible 
to bring Christmas joy to this em- 
bittered human being. May the 
dear God reward you a thousand- 
fold. This isn’t the only such in- 
stance, but it is one that has moved 
me deeply. If only I could spend 
one day with you to tell you more 
of my work, my successes and fail- 
ures, my great and little joys and 
sufferings among these people.

We left the 
next morning, Monday, and arrived 
at the King Edward Hotel at Ni- 
agara Falls, in Canada, where we 
at the night. We left there 
about 5 p.m. Tuesday and travelled 
on to the Provincial Hotel at 
Gananoque, arriving there at 1:30 
Wednesday morning. We took a 
trip around the Thousand Islands 
and left there at 2 p.m. We arrive 
in — about 10 with a broken 
axle. 


We arrived in Quebec on the 
feast day, about 9 a.m. and did not 
want to be late for the Pontifical 
Mass, so went directly to the 
shrine which is fifteen miles away. 


We then drove to the Chateau 
Normandy, our scheduled stop, but 
they were so crowded with visitors 
for the Feast Day that they had 
to put us in Tourists Homes. We 
left Quebec at 9:30 a.m. Friday 
morning and arrived at Montreal to 
pick up our United States bus driv- 
er. After leaving Montreal we 
wanted to stop at Cafe Madeline 
and the St. Joseph Shrine. The 
Canadian bus line is run like our 
Greyhound, they are only allowed 
on certain roads because of their 
franchise and this destination was 
not on their route, but after much 
pleading the Manager at Montreal 
consented to have his driver stop 
at the Shrine for one hour. 

Travelling on, we _ reached 
Kingston at 2 a.m. on Saturday 
morning and stopped at the Brit- 
ish American Hotel.

The-pastor at the Cathedral wel- 
comed the group from South Bend 
Sunday morning and knowing 
about all our difficulties he said we 
made the Pilgrimage the hard way 
and therefore, should reap special 
benefits.

Everyone aboard agreed it was a 
week well worth while, barring the 
many mishaps which were unfor- 
seen arid unavoidable. The spirit 
with which these handicaps were 
surmounted indicates the degree of 
benefit derived from the pilgrim- 
age and these merely enhanced 
the opportunity for personal for- 
titude.

FROM an Oklahoma lady we

Unorganized Americans would 
overwhelmingly vote in favor of 
religion in education, as they spon- 
taneously demonstrated when back 
in October, 1924, Collier’s, the na- 
tional weekly, advocated the in- 
troduction of religion even into 
the public schools. The editor of 
Collier’s, two weeks later, Novem- 
ber 1, 1924, wrote: 

“Judges, financiers doctors, 

sychologists, editors, farmers, la- 

orers, teachers, lawyers, peniten- 
tiary officials, detectivés, traveling 
men, government officials, politi- 
cians, plain folks—Catholics, Jews 
and Protestants—fathers and mo- 
thers—their letters lie In huge en- 
velopes in Collier’s editorial rooms. 
Nearly all say they are deeply in- 
terested. It would seem as if each 
had been waiting for someone to 
say what they all knew... 

“It seems as if it had been on 
the tip of America’s tongue to say 
what Collier’s. has printed about 
the lack of moral training for our 
children. 

“Suppose an enemy had secretly 
turned poison-gas streams into the 
school houses of America and were 
slowly, day by day, wearing down 
the health of our children, Sup- 
pose a scientist analyzed the air in 
the school rooms and gave warn- 
ing of the danger. The people 
would hardly respond more ener- 
getically than they have responded 
to Collier’s disclosure of the dan- 
ger that confronts the country be- 
cause of lack of moral training in 
the public schools, 

“The letters received sound like 
the voice of America, 

“Several granite-like facts stand 
out from this mass of opinion: 

“1—Americans of all creeds or 
no creeds can talk religion outside 
of the church, 

“2—-America is going to do 
something, in a national way, 
about training its children spirit- 
ually as well as mentally and 
physically. The facts are convin- 
cing. We are shocked at the 
crimes of our own grade-school 
and high sehool boys, who are 
criminals beeause they don’t know 
how to be anything else. That 
ghastly line of 10,000 human be- 
ings who die by homicide in Amer- 
ca every year is a parade that 
must be stopped. We are getting 
tired of having our young daugh- 
ters live mental and physical lives 
that we cannot comprehend—and 
no spiritual lives at all, Business 
men are getting tired of having 
over a billion dollars a year stolen 
by fraud. America is on the point 
of doing something that will serve 
to set our children straight. 

“3—Children do have souls, and 
their souls must be trained in 
schools as well as in homes: if 
they are not trained in homes, then 
school training is all the more 
necessary. America, these letters 
indicate, is coming to recognize 
my aes it is getting ready to act

Sydney, Australia —(NC)— 
More than 90 per cent of all Aus- 
tralian marriages are performed 
by ministers of religion and Cath- 
olic marriages totaled almost 20 


per cent. The birth rate has been 
reduced to almost half of what it 
was 100 years ago, while the di- 
vorce rate is more than double 
that of pre-war years. 


These are some of the findings 
presented in official figures just 
released by the Federal Bureau of 
Census and Statistics. 


The statistics also show that 
the marriage rate in Australia has 
settled down to the pre-war figure, 
now standing at 9.23 per 1,000 of 
population. In 1942, under the 
impetus of the war, it had risen 
to 11.99. 


The number of Catholic marriag- 
es in 1949, the last available year, 
was 14,219 (19.48 per cent) in a 
total 72,999. 


Just over 4 per cent of all births 
(7,372 in 181,261) take place out- 
side of marriage. The Australian 
birth-rate in 1949 was 22.91 per 
1,000 of mean population. In

it was 42.44. It has steadily fall- 
en since. In 1901 it was 26.36. In 
the depression years, 1931-5, it fell 
to 16.95. 


In 1948 there were 7,241 divore- 
es in Australia. The pre-war figure 
(1939) was 3,145. The 1944 figure 
was 5,681 and 1945 was 7,199. It 
rose to 8,791 in 1947. 


The trend of recent decades is 
indicated in. the following av- 
erage annual total of divorces over 
various periods: 29 during 1871-80; 
70 during 1881-90; 358 during 
1891-1900; 399 during 1901-10; 744 
during 1911-20; 1,699 during 1921- 
30; 2,521 during 1931-40.

Washington —(NC)— A resolu- 
tion calling upon the House to urge 
unification of Ireland has been 
approved by the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 


“Maintenance of international 
peace and security requires settle- 
ment.of the question of the unifi- 
cation of Ireland,” the resolution 
said. It was sponsored by Rep. John 
E. Fogarty of Rhode Island. 


The committee asked the House 
to advocate unification “unless the 
clear majority of all of the people 
of Ireland, in a free plebiscite, de- 
termine and declare to the con- 
trary.” 


In a follow-up formal report the 
committee said its resolution was 
intended to speed settlement of “a 
problem which has for a long time 
vexed the tranguility of Ireland.” 


It is “unnecessary here to de- 
scribe the many contributions 
which, historically, Ireland has 
made to the civilization and cul- 
ture of the world,” the committee 
added.

The Catholic lawyer, who levies 
fees disproportionate to services 
rendered, even though he stays 
within the bounds of civil law and 
acts no differently from other law- 
yers, is committing an unjust act 
contrary to his faith that may seri- 
ously embitter a prospective con- 


vert. 

The Catholic in political office 
who supports measures for reasons 
of expediency, whether they be 
slightly or gravely opposed to 
principles dictated by his faith, is 
responsible for his scandal to 
others. 

The Catholic manufacturer who 
charges whatever the traffic will 
bear, the Catholic merchant who is 
dishonest, the Catholic laboring 
man who fails to do his job con- 
scientiously—in every walk of life, 
the Catholic sins who does not act 
in accordance with the moral prin- 
ciples of his Church. But in most 
cases, he spreads scandal as well, 
and it affects the lives of both his 
Catholic and non-Catholic brethren. 

The Catholic stenographer who, 
after attending Mass or receiving 
Holy Communion, goes to the office 
with a sour disposition or speaks 
uncharitably of another is no ex- 
ample for her non-Catholic fellow- 
employees. 


In Mixed Marriages

The non-Catholic husband or 
wife will disregard the pleas or 
ome ut on him or her if the 

atholic fails to live up to the re- 
ligion he preaches. 

On the other hand, he will be 
inclined to develop respect and in- 
quire into the religion of his Cath- 
olic partner if he sees its good 
points exemplified in her conduct. 

Numerous biographies of con- 
verts confirm the fact that it was 
by the good example of their mar- 
riage partners that they were in- 
duced to consider joining the Cath- 
olic Church. 

The non-Catholic, referring to 
bad example by a Catholic, may 
say, “I’m not so good myself, but 
at least I’m not a hypocrite by pro- 
fessing one thing and doing an- 
other.’ ' 

Such a person may simply be 
looking for an excuse, and no 
amount of talk would prove very 
persuasive. 

For non-Catholics unduly influ- 
enced by the bad example shown 
by some Catholics, the convert- 
maker should point out the dis- 
tinction between the defective hu- 
man element in the members of 
the Church and the divine element. 
which is flawless and perfect. 

Explain that the Church neither 
teaches nor approves the bad ac- 
tions which he is condemning in 
the Catholic, as can be verified in 
any Catholic book treating the mat- 
ter. 

Ask him not to condemn the 
Church for the deeds of a person 
who acts contrary to what it teach- 
es and exhorts.

ings,” and our Civil War President 
declared that if they ever got into 
power, he, whe loved this nation 
probably more than any other 
President since George Washing- 
ton, would want to emigrate to 
some other far off land which made 
no boast of freedom but yet allow- 
ed more of it. 

Writing in 1855 to Joshua F. 
Speed, an old friend, Lincoln said 
according to “Recollections of Ab- 
raham oln,” by Ward Hill 
Lamon: 

Our progress in degeneracy ap- 
pears to me to be pretty rapid. As 
a nation we began by declaring 
that “All men are created equal.” 
We now practically read it: “All 
men are created equal except Ne- 
groes.” When the Knownothings 
get control it will read: “All men 
are created equal except Negroes 
and foreigners and Catholics.” 
When it comes to this, I should 
prefer emigrating to some country 
where they make no pretense of 
loving liberty, where despotism can 
be taken pure and without the base 
alloy of hypocrisy. 

The POAU-ites of that time had 
little regard for the truth, just as 
can be said about their successors 
today. They invented a statement 
which they ascribed to President 
Lincoin }Jimself, but which Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s son, Robert, called a

Two Views On 
Temperance 

OSTON and Brooklyn were in 

recent weeks hosts to two tem- 

perance meetings. The first was 
the 77th annual convention of the 
National Women’s Temperance 
Union. The Second was the 79th 
annual meeting of the Catholic 
Total Abstinence Union of Amer- 
ica. Two entirely different ap- 
proaches to the problem of over- 
indulgence in alcoholic liquors were 
evident at the meetings. 

The WCTU advocates state pro- 
hibition laws—and reports a “re- 
surgence of interest” in the en- 
actment of such laws in many 
states. The dismal failure of na- 
tional prohibition failed to con- 
vince WCTU leaders that such laws 
will not cure the drinking habit, 
and they still want to try it again.

Total Abstinence Union Father 
James M. Gillies, C.S.P., noted au- 
thor and orator, declared that in- 
temperance is a menace, “not only 
to personal and domestic happiness,

“Whatever be the correct esti- 
mate it adds up to an appalling 
danger to the nation. If there 
were as many suffering in our 
country at one time from polio, 
every good citizen would demand 
that immediate and drastic meas- 
ures be taken to deal with that 
disease. 

“But any effort to deal vigor- 
ously and radically with the drink 
evil is frowned upon as fanatical 
and even by certain Catholics as 
heretical. Their ignorance of our 
moral theology, and incidentally 
of the often-expressed approval 
of total abstinence by the Church, 
is perhaps the cause of their op- 
position to the total abstinence 
movement.”

religion and the principles of 
morality to the regular -school 
curriculum, are certainly a help 
rather than a hindrance. 

It is not the plan, but the text- 
books used which either educate or 
de-educate. For many years many 
textbooks were written by pro- 
Communist professors and they 
were a “must” in the public schools 
of most states. They glorified 
Russia and cast aspersions on past 
American statesmen and heroes, 
even on George Washington. 

For many years the theory was 
followed in most schools that the 
child shonld have no inhibitions, 
that the school teacher should en- 
courage him to follow his urges. It 
was at that time that the growing 
juvenile delinquency was brought 
to the attention of the American 
people by J. Edgar Hoover and by 
some newspaper columnists, result- 
ing in the rejection of that theory, 
called “progressive education.” 

Many educators are saying today 
that our refusal to teach anyt 
about God or about Christ in the 
schools, is encouraging the pupils 
to atheism. Surely no one would 
Say that our American children 
should go through school with the 
idea that religion does not matter,

As you know, the teen-agers 

ve as their reasons for “going 
steady” the following: 1) Pride. 
2) “Social Security.” 3) Cover for 
an inferiority complex. 4) Fear of 
being alone. 5) Everybody else 
does it, 6) Inability to break it up. 
7)Love—which we interpreted as 
infatuation. 


There were other reasons given, 
of course, but they were unusual 
eases requiring special attention, 
or they were cases which could be 
‘ncluded under one or more of the 
headings given above. As a matter 
of fact most of the teen-agers 
polled gave combinations of the 
above as their reasons for “going 
steady” with very few stating only 
one reason for what they were 
doing. 

But now for some comment on 
these “reasons.” Most parents will 
admit that their children can put 
up a very stiff argument when 
questioned about “going steady.” 
They will also admit that they fre- 
quently “give in” in order to keep 
peace in the house. Some will even 
say that they are not quite con- 
vineed that “going steady” is as 
bad as it’s made out to be, and 
so when a child says, for instance, 
that “everybody else” is doing it 
the parents will hold out just so 
long. They then agree that “with 
certain precautions’ Susie can go 
out with Bill. But practically all 
sincere parents will further admit 
that the whole thing causes them 
secret moments of uneasiness, even 
though certain social gains can be 
counted. 


_Now since we are talking prin- 
cipally to parents, we think we can 
presume that they will have some 
eye to the future where perhaps the 
teen-agers might not. They should 
be able to see where things are 
leading, even if their youngsters 
aren't thinking too much of that 
particular fact. And right here is 
where parents can take a stand. 


Let them examine any of the 
above reasons given by teen-agers 
for going steady (their own chil- 
dren will give the same) with a 
thought to where these reasons will 
eventually lead and they will see 


that they (the parents) have a 
case to argue,

The more than 900,000 Catholics 
within the Archdiocese of Detroit 
and their brethren in the Faith all 
over the country have reason to be 
proud also of the Catholic heritage 
of this vital American production 
center. Detroit’s Catholic popula- 
tion is exceeded only by the Arch- 
dioceses of New York, Chicago, 
Boston: and Philadelphia and_the 
Diocese of Brooklyn. 


Detroit was founded in 1701 by 
the Catholic Antoine De Lamothe 
Cadillac, a French military adven- 


‘turer who had spent considerable 


time in Acadia and Canada in the 
service of his native country. In 
the decade preceding the founding 
of Detroit (first known as Fort 
Pontchartrain), Cadillac distin- 
=, himself in a military sense 

y his control of certain belligerent 
Indian tribes that had threatened 
to unite with the warlike [Iroquois 
and make trouble for the French 
representatives in and around the 
French possession of Michillimak- 
inac, from which Michigan subse- 
quently obtained its name. 


With all of his good points, how- 
ever, Cadillac had a penchant for 
getting into financial straits, a sit- 
uation that led him to engage in 
illicit traffic in brandy and also 
caused him to have difficulties 
with the Jesuits working in that 
mission area. 


Still very much in favor with the 
French crown and its represent- 
atives in Quebec, Cadillac was sent 
to France in 1697 to make a per-

came seriously ill while there and 
while seeking to regain his health 
romtsed to erect a chapel-in the 
anciscan church at ebec—a 
promise he fulfilled in 1699.

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Non-Catholics Comment As 


Convert Movement Shifts To Second Gear | 


THE wide circulation in non-Catholic circles of “The Road to Damascus” and “Where I 
Found Christ,”* narrating the stories of 29 noted converts, was mirrored in a recent 
article, “Roads to Rome,” by John Charles Winn in The Christian Century. His article 
stirred repercussions among the magazine’s readers and his observations will be of interest 


to Catholics as well. 


“These two books,” comments Mr. Wynn, “have both the authentic ring of personal

testimony and the skilled appeal< 
given by hands that know the 
writer’s craft.” While acknow- 
ledging that the stories tend to at- 
tract still more converts, Mr. 
Wynn thinks that they serve a 
useful purpose for Protestants es 
well. 

What is that purpose? Protes- 
tants may discover from them, he 
points out, wherein specifically 
their ministers and their church 
members failed these folk. 


Analyzing the factors reported 
by the 29 converts, Mr. Wynn finds 
the following to be the dissatis- 
factions most frequently experi- 
enced: The free forms of worship 
had been bare and unsatisfying, 
the bickerings and sectarianism 
had become depressing, and the 
minister had fumbled or altogether 
neglected his pastoral opportuni- 
ties. 

Casual, even slipshod methods of 
religious education in the Sunday 
schools, he reports, had slienated 
some. Recurrent encounters with 
locked church doors when _ she 
wanted to enter to pray had of- 
fended Frances Parkinson Keyes. 
The excesses of fundamentalism 
had repelled several others. Not 
a few objected to the puritanical 
attitude of fellow churchmen to- 
ward card playing and dancing. 

One of the most damning of the 
essays, reports Mr. Wynn, is writ- 
ten by the Negro author, Eliza- 
beth Laura Adams. Her experi- 
ences in a church where she was 
asked by the pastor not to return 
because white parishioners object- 
ed to kneeling at the altar with a 
colored person hastened her steps 
to Rome. Others were offended 
by the class distinctions they wit- 
nessed, and by unfriendly attitudes 
in evangelical churches toward la- 
borers. 

Loose thinking, unsystematic 
theology, poorly prepared sermons, 
and uncertain doctrinal interpreta- 
tion took their toll. Several of the

writers say that they had been 
alienated by the subjective that- 
will-be-glory-for-me type of relig- 
ious expression. 


Bishop Hunt Speaks 


Thus Bishop Duane G. Hunt of 
Salt Lake City, a one-time Metho- 
dist, tells in “Where I Found 
Christ” of his revulsion at the 
crude type of emotional exhibition- 
ism common at Revival Meetings: 
“The testimonies, ‘See what God 
has done for me,’ impressed me as 
a macabre kind of boasting. Even 
today, after the lapse of years, my 
dislike for them remains as strong 
as ever; my advice to Protestant 
leaders, if it were sought, would 
be to jettison them. They started 
me on my way out of Protestant- 
ism and they have had the same 
effect on many others.” 

A generalization too often 
heard, points out the Christian 
Century article, is brought up 
again in these books: that Catholie 
chaplains during the war had more 


comfort for frantic, bewildered sol- 


diers in the midst of terror than 
Protestant chaplains could give. 
Mrs. Luce terms such experiences 
of tragedy and defeat “Good Fri- 
day experiences.” A few of these 
contributors, and she among them, 
were led to the Catholic Church 
by way of adversities of this gen- 
eral kind. 

One must read between the lines 
to come to the disturbing realiza- 
tion that consolation for the sor- 
rowful had been found wanting in 
Protestant congregations. Appar- 
ently it was more available by way 
of rosary beads or at the foot of 
a crucifix. 


“The Protestant reader of these 
chapters,” remarks Mr. Wynn, 
“will have some downright uncom- 
fortable moments. Names of con- 
temporary educators and preach- 
ers are mentioned, not to their 
credit; several church colleges are 
identified and accusations against 
their shortcomings are _ specific. 
What most disconcerts the Protes- 
tant reader, however, is that none 
of these converts had ever found 
a firm faith in the reality of God

Joseph was founded in 1897, in Trenton, N.J., 
by Very Rev. Hyacinth Fudzinski, O.F.M. Conv., and 


Sister Mary Colette Hilbert. 


Originally, Sister M. Colette was a religious of 
the Community of the Charity Sisters of St. Charles 
Borromeo with headquarters in Poland. She labored, 
since 1889, as a tea@hing Sister in the United States, 


In 1897 the Mother General in Poland decided to 
abandon all “foreign” missions in preference to fill- 
ing adequately the needs of the evergrowing home 


missions. 


Pleas and persuasions of the U.S. Clergy and 
laity forced Sister M. Colette to make a decision 
which eventually gave birth to the present Com- 
munity. Today it numbers over five hundred Sisters. 


Purpose And Requirements 


The Franciscan Sisters of St. Joseph, bound for 
life by simple vows of poverty, chastity and obedi- 
ence, carry on the work of Christ on earth through 
a life built on contemplation and an active aposto- 
late. They teach in grade and high schools, minister 
to the sick in hospitals, take care of the aged and 
labor among the colored in home missions. 


Aspirants may enter the Juniorate at Immacul- 


ata Academy, Hamburg, N.Y., after 


grammar school. During this time, they provide 
their own clothing and defray such expenses, like: 
tuition, books, medical care, ete., each according to 


her financial standing. 


During the Postulancy and Novitiate which lasts 
from one and a half to two years the candidate pro- 
vides, if possible, her own clothing. 


Candidates are received between the ages of 


fourteen and thirty. 


Following the Novitiate, temporary vows are 
made for three years after which perpetual vows are 


pronounced.

A New Kind Of 
Baseball Team

‘ned His 12 Apos 
Hicolous care, singling t one of 
them as their chief and promising 
him the special assistance of the 
Holy Ghost. What Peter closed, 
no man could open, and what he 
opened, no man could close. 

That special assistance was glv- 
en to St. Peter in his official ca- 

ity as head of the Church—as 
ope, in other words. It was not 
meant to be laid in his coffin and 
buried with him at his death. It 
was to be passed on. 

Let me illustrate by an example: 
President Roosevelt had the power 


to veto Acts of Congress. What 


has become of that power since Mr. 
Roosevelt’s death? Was. it en- 
tombed with him at Hyde Park? 
Of course not. Although Mr. Roose- 
velt enjoyed the use of it during 
his years as President, 1t was at- 
tached to his office, not to his 
person; and so it passed on to Mr. 
Truman, his successor in office. 


So, in this twentieth century, 
Pope Pius XII is stayed by that 
same assistance granted by Christ 
to the Holy Apostle, Peter I. 

That much is history. 

But even on the face of it, pri- 
vate judgment is absurd. Elmer, a 
Baptist, specially assisted (as he 
thinks) by the Holy Ghost, says 
that Freddie, a Lutheran (also 
presumably assisted by the Holy 
Ghost), in baptizing infants, 1s 
going against the wishes of Christ 
and performing a useless ritual. 
But how can the Holy Ghost con- 
tradict Himself? Yet each claims 
His special assistance. Multiply 
that dilemma by millions of indi- 
viduals and you arrive at a babel 
of querulous argument. 

In practice, then, 
doesn’t hold water. 


It Goes Much Farther 


_ When people speak of private 
judgment as a theory, they gen- 
erally refer it only to the Bible. 
But in practice, they push it much 
farther, extending it to include 
everything in the way of religion, 
from their attitude on birth-pre- 
vention to the length of the preach- 
ers Sunday sermon. They reserve 
to themselves the right to earp 
and criticize, to praise and con- 
demn, according to their own whim 
and convenience. 

Thus, we Catholics find it pe- 
cullarly irritating when we read 
4 Magazine like Time bestowing 
& patronizing sort of praise on 
some Bishop for his “enlightened 
attitude toward labor,” or eriti- 
“izing another Bishop for a clear 
statement on Christian marriage. 

As I said, it is a theory that 
holds its ground not because of its 
historical authenticity, since it has 
hone; nor because of its internal 
logic and beautiful fruits, of which 
there are none, as we have like- 
wise Just seen. It prevails through 
its appeal to pride alone. It makes

The good Catholic goes farther 
than merely avoidi os judg- 
ment. The good Catholic cultivates 
that delicate sition known as 
“thinking with the Church.” It is 
an attitude of sympathy toward 
the affairs of the Church, striving 
to penetrate the mind of the Church 
and make it our own. 

This attitude of thinking with 
the Church extends warmth and 
respect to churchmen from the 
Holy Father all the way down to 
the last assistant in our parish. 

Has the Bishop ordered another 
special collection in our diocese? 
Well, it must be needed or he 
wouldn’t ask for it. Let’s be as 
generous as we can. 

Has the pastor decided against 


rubber pads for the kneelers? He 
must have his reasons. Besides, a 
little more penance won’t do any 
of us any harm. 

Does the assistant preach too 
long in hot weather? Thank God 
for the chance to learn a little 
something about religion. 

Such an attitude of sympathy, 
of thinking with the Church, is a 
mighty safeguard of the Faith. It’s 
well worth cultivating. 

As for private judgment—l 
doubt that many Catholics are 
really tainted with it, but it’s well 
to know what it is, to know it as 
the attitude underlying most of our 
neighbors’ prejudices, and to guard 
sedulously against any of its man- 
ifestations in our own thinking. 


The Convent Mirror. By Very 
Rey. Fr. Hoeger, C.SS.P., New 
York: Pustet, $3.00. 


HIS is a series of Conferences 

for Religious. The author is a 
distinguished Retreat-Master who 
happens to be a member of the 
Congregation of the Holy Ghost. 
I emphasize this because the pres- 
ent volume although containing no 
new doctrine nor anything set in 
an extraordinary manner, is really 
and truly extraordinary because 
of the large part that the doctrine 
concerning the Holy Ghost has in 
it. 

It is true that none of us would 
ever make the same answer that 
the neophytes of Ephesus did to 
St. Paul when he spoke to them 
of the Holy Ghost: “We have not 
so much as heard whether there 
be a Holy Ghost.” We believe in 
the Third Person of the Divine 
Trinity. But our faith at times 
is vague, obscure; and if the Name 
is familiar to the ear, it means 
little to the understanding of the 
heart. We all need to be reminded 
that next to the Incarnation of the 
Son of God, the greatest thing 
that God ever did to the World, is 
the giving to us the Holy Ghost; 
and this is the consummation and 
perfection of the other. Yes, we 
do believe but I fear that many of 
us are like Jacob at Haran. God 
the Holy Ghost is in this place— 
every place where we may be— 
and we knew it not. 


The Holy Ghost is the Inspirer, 
the Illuminator of the human mind, 
without whom the revelations giv- 
en by the Son, the Revealer, can- 
not be received and appropriated. 
Indeed, as St. Basil tells us: “It is 
impossible to call upon the Father, 
save by the Spirit of adoption; it 
is impossible to worship the Son 
save by the Holy Ghost.” He had 
a part in the Incarnation in “the 
fulness of time”; He “overshadow- 
ed,” so that by His act and the 
Blessed Virgin’s acceptance of His 
word the Second Person of the 
ever-blessed Trinity became Man. 
Our ‘Lord’s last will and testa- 
ment demands devotion to the 
Holy Ghost. No wonder that the 
Church has instituted a novena in 
His honor, the only one of obliga- 
tion in every parish of the world. 


Father Hoeger’s chapter on “The 
Divine Gardener” is one of pure 
gold. I have no space to transcribe 
it, and to quote from it would be 
to cut it into pieces. Let me im- 
plore anyone in love with his own 
salvation to read it most carefully. 
In it is enshrined a doctrine very 
seldom unfolded, and yet essenti- 
ally necessary to learn about if we 


‘want to know the Blessed Trinity, 


and how to recite fruitfully the 
so great and so short doxology, the 
“Glory be to the Father .. .” that 
sublime part of heaven’s liturgy. 


Redolent as it is of the devo- 
tion to the Third Divine Person I 
must add that the book deals with 
all the aspects of asceticism. The 
author has called his opus a mir- 
ror; he derives the word from 
the “Beichtspiegel,” the confession 
mirror which is found in German 
And so these Con- 
ferences are called a mirror useful 
to discover dangerous blemishes 
that could, if unheeded, become 
Spiritual cancers. The title is un- 
usual but well to the point.

Heloise and Abelard. By Etienne 
Gilson, Chicago: Henry Regnery, 


E Sew story of Heloise and Abel- 
ard is one of the world’s most 
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pee at 


poignant love stories, of course; 
it is also one of the most misun- 
derstood. This is not to say that 
it can be easily understood, or 
that there is only one understand- 
ing of it possible—even Professor 
Gilson’s, as expounded in the pres- 
ent work. But the fact is that 
more nonsense has been believed 
about this famous pair than about 
most. 


Abelard is represented as a fal- 
len-away priest in the popular 
mind; Heloise, a victim of a cheap 
schemer. Or certain unpleasant 
circumstances have been highlight- 
ed to the exclusion of proper bal- 
ance. Even Catholic authors have 
varied widely in passing judgment 
on the medieval tragedy: some 
have hounded Abelard as relent- 
lessly as his contemporary ene- 
mies in Paris. 


Etienne Gilson, a world famous 
historian of philosophy, noted for 
long erudite studies, may have sur- 
prised a few of his readers in turn- 
ing his attention to something less 
than a problem in metaphysics, but 
he is sure to please them with his 
handling of this theme. He brings 
to his task the same erudition and 
the same spirit of scholarship; but 
he adds to them a literary grace, 
an understanding of human nature 
and a deft touch that wiJjl assure 
this work a wide circle of readers. 


His theme is that Abelard final- 
ly achieves greatness of soul in the 
very face of his tragedy, but that 
he failed to lift Heloise over from 
the plane of a purely earthly love. 
He offers some extremely interest- 
ing “asides” on the ideals of the 
age, and its mores; he appends an 
important section on the famous 
letters which he accepts as genuine 
and which are crucial to one’s 
over-all understanding and final 
judgment. In a word, the book is 
delightful. 


It is not, fortunately, the duty 
of the reviewer to say what shall 
be the judgment of scholars and of 
the ages on the merits of the pres- 
ent work. He would rather coni- 
mend it to you as the product of a 
mature and penetrating mind 
united to a kindly heart. As such, 
it hardly needs further endorse- 
ment—the human interest of the 
case takes care of the rest. 


The Power of the Sacraments. 
By the Most Reverend George 
Grente, (Translated by Sister 
Mary Madonna, C.S.C.) N.Y.: PJ. 
Kenedy and Sons, $3.00. 


HIS “popular” study of the 

sacraments by the Archbishop 
of Le Mans will find a ready wel- 
come among the laity. It is label- 
ed “popular” by the publishers, 
and hence we have availed our- 
selves of that badly battered ad- 
jective. But it is a quite thor- 
ough non-technical treatment of 
the great ordinary means of Grace 
which will be found informative 
and helpful by most of our readers. 
It has been well translated, too. 
This feature, plus a genuine gift 
of exposition on the part of the 
author, considerably lessens the 
difficulties the average reader 
might encounter in taking on the 
task of studying Sacred Theology 
—and that is what he will be do- 
ing here. 


The appeal of the book is not 
only to the laity, for private read- 
ing; it will serve effectively in 
the school library or on the shelv- 
es of the priest who wants to 
freshen up the weekly sermon. To

face Catholic) will abandon what 
their atrophied minds think the 
Church to be.

Because I have learn- 
ed the hard way that the guy who 
thinks he would be ‘making a fool- 
ish show of his religion,’ or “embar- 
rassing his friends, or ‘violating 
their rights’ ad nauseam, by a 
healthy and uncompromising 
avowal or the quiet and simple 
practice of his beliefs, is only kid- 
ding himself; that if he is afraid 
people might think him a hypo- 
crite if he made external manifes- 
tation of the recommended prac- 
tices of Holy Mother Church, then 
he'd better dig quickly into his 
own heart to find who would real- 
ly be accusing him of hypocrisy. 


“If we are going to call ourselves 
Catholics, then we need to be ac- 


\tive examples to those ‘friends’ 


we are so afraid of hurting. And 
this could at the same time act 
as an inspiring incentive to other 
Catholics who may be still blind- 
ed by their own self-satisfied atti- 


them to love Him and to show 
that love in the daily rounds of 
eating and working and resting. 


“The light of Faith, once dim- 
med, is hard to rekindle—Oh, God, 
how well I know! And so I would 
gladly suffer the scoffing of many 
if I could save only one from the 
bitter anguish of that slow glide 
into ignorant denial of a gift whose 
infinite pricelessness had never 
been realized~or properly valued. 
But, even just here in my own 
small world, the subtle winds go 
so unheeded that I can't help won- 
dering how many countless others 
may be blindly gambling with 
eternity.”

Back To Baseball 


Have been talking football, and 
it’s still baseball season.

However, none of the 16 major 
league teams, nor any other team 
or player in baseball would do very 
well were it not for the Hillerich 
family of Louisville, Ky. They are 
the outfit who have been manufac- 
turing most of the bats used in 
baseball for these many years. 


Did you ‘know that the rules 
provide that a bat: “Shall be 
round, not more than 2 3/4 inch- 
es in diameter at the thickest 
part, not more than 42 inches in 
length and entirely of hard, 
solid wood in one piece.” There 
is no rule on weight. 


Babe Ruth, at one stage of his 
career, used 54 ounce bats, but 
most of the time performed with 
a 37-inch 44-ounce weapon.

_ a theory, of course, it is not 
ot ie but ridiculous. Our Lord 
trained His 12 Apostles with me- 
ticulous care, singling out one of 
them as their chief and promising 
him the special assistance of the 
Holy Ghost. What Peter closed, 
no man could open, and what he 
opened, no man could close. 

That special assistance was glv- 
en to St. Peter in his official ca- 
pacity as head of the Church—as 
Pope, in other words. It was not 
meant to be laid in his coffin and 
buried with him at his death. It 
was to be passed on. 

Let me illustrate by an example: 
President Roosevelt had the power 
to veto Acts of Congress. What 
has become of that power since Mr. 
Roosevelt’s death? Was. it en- 
tombed with him at Hyde Park? 
Of course not. Although Mr. Roose- 
velt enjoyed the use of it during 
his years as President, 1t was at- 
tached to his office, not to his 
person; and so it passed on to Mr. 
Truman, his successor in office. 

So, in this twentieth century, 
Pope Pius XII is stayed by that 
same assistance granted by Christ 
to the Holy Apostle, Peter I. 

That much is history. 

But even on the face of it, pri- 
vate judgment is absurd. Elmer, a 
Baptist, specially assisted (as he 
thinks) by the Holy Ghost, says 
that Freddie, a Lutheran (also 
presumably assisted by the Holy 
Ghost), in baptizing infants, 1s 
going against the wishes of Christ 
and performing a useless ritual. 
But how can the Holy Ghost con- 
tradict Himself? Yet each claims 
His special assistance. Multiply 
that dilemma by millions of indi- 
viduals and you arrive at a babel 
of querulous argument. 

In practice, then, 
doesn’t hold water. 


It Goes Much Farther 


When people speak of private 
judgment as a theory, they gen- 
erally refer it only to the Bible. 
But in practice, they push it much 
farther, extending it to include 
everything in the way of religion, 
from their attitude on birth-pre- 
vention to the length of the preach- 
ers Sunday sermon. They reserve 
to themselves the right to carp 
and criticize, to praise and con- 
demn, according to their own whim 
and convenience. 

Thus, we Catholics find it pe- 
culiarly irritating when we read 
& Magazine like Time bestowing 
& patronizing sort of praise on 
some Bishop for his “enlightened 
attitude toward labor,” or criti- 
izing another Bishop for a clear 
statement on Christian marriage. 

As I said, it is a theory that 
holds its ground not because of its 
historical authenticity, since it has 
hone; nor because of its internal 
logic and beautiful fruits, of which 
there are none, as we have like- 
Wise just seen. It prevails through 
its appeal to pride alone. It makes 
every man pope—a very handy 
little. prerogative when you want 
to issue yourself a dispensation for 
divorce, birth-prevention, theft, or 
any other violation of God’s law. 

he of our seminary professors 
told us that in instructing converts 
we should make certain that we 
have banished every trace of pri- 
ad judgment from their training. 
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The 
than merely avoi rivate judg- 
ment. The good Catholic cultivates 
that delicate disposition known as 
“thinking with the Church.” It is 
an attitude of sympathy toward 
the affairs of the Church, striving 
to penetrate the mind of the Church 
and make it our own. , 

This attitude of thinking with 
the Church extends warmth and 
respect to churchmen from the 
Holy Father all the way down to 
the last assistant in our parish. 

Has the Bishop ordered another 
special collection in our diocese? 
ell, it must be needed or he 
wouldn’t ask for it. Let’s be as

generous as we can. — 
Has the pastor decided against 


rubber pads for the kneelers? He 
must have his reasons. Besides, a 
little more penance won’t do any 
of us any harm. 

Does the assistant preach too 
long in hot weather? Thank God 
for the chance to learn a little 
something about religion. 

Such an attitude of sympathy, 
of thinking with the Church, is a 
mighty safeguard of the Faith. It’s 
well worth cultivating. 

As for private judgment—l 
doubt that many Catholics are 
really tainted with it, but it’s well 
to know what it is, to know it as 
the attitude underlying most of our 
neighbors’ prejudices, and to guard 
sedulously against any of its man- 
ifestations in our own thinking. 


The Convent Mirror. By Very 
Rev. Fr. Hoeger, C.SS.P., New 
York: Pustet, $3.00. 


HIS is a series of Conferences 
for Religious. The author is a 
distinguished Retreat-Master who 
happens to be a member of the 
Congregation of the Holy Ghost. 
I emphasize this because the pres- 
ent volume although containing no 
new doctrine nor anything set in 
an extraordinary manner, is really 
and truly extraordinary because 
of the large part that the doctrine 
concerning the Holy Ghost has in 
it. 


It is true that none of us would 
ever make the same answer that 
the neophytes of Ephesus did to 
St. Paul when he spoke to them 
of the Holy Ghost: “We have not 
so much as heard whether there 
be a Holy Ghost.” We believe in 
the Third Person of the Divine 
Trinity. But our faith at times 
is vague, obscure; and if the Name 
is familiar to the ear, it means 
little to the understanding of the 
heart. We all need to be reminded 
that next to the Incarnation of the 
Son of God, the greatest thing 
that God ever did to the World, is 
the giving to us the Holy Ghost; 
and this is the consummation and 
perfection of the other. Yes, we 
do believe but I fear that many of 
us are like Jacob at Haran. God 
the Holy Ghost is in this place— 
every place where we may be— 
and we knew it not. 


The Holy Ghost is the Inspirer, 
the Illuminator of the human mind, 
without whom the revelations giv- 
en by the Son, the Revealer, can- 
not be received and appropriated. 
Indeed, as St. Basil tells us: “It is 
impossible to call upon the Father, 
save by the Spirit of adoption; it 
is impossible to worship the Son 
save by the Holy Ghost.” He had 
a part in the Incarnation in “the 
fulness of time”; He “‘overshadow- 
ed,” so that by His act and the 
Blessed Virgin’s acceptance of His 
word the Second Person of the 
ever-blessed Trinity became Man. 
Our Lord’s last will and testa- 
ment demands devotion to the 
Holy Ghost. No wonder that the 
Church has instituted a novena in 
His honor, the only one of obliga- 
tion in every parish of the world. 


Father Hoeger’s chapter on “The 
Divine Gardener” is one of pure 
gold. I have no space to transcribe 
it, and to quote from it would be 
to cut it into pieces. Let me im- 
plore anyone in love with his own 
salvation to read it most carefully. 
In it is enshrined a doctrine very 
seldom unfolded, and yet essenti- 
ally necessary to learn about if we 


and how to recite fruitfully the 
so great and so short doxology, the 
“Glory be to the Father...” that 
sublime part of heaven’s liturgy. 


Redolent as it is of the devo- 
tion to the Third Divine Person I 
must add that the book deals with 
all the aspects of asceticism. The 
author has called his opus a mir- 
ror; he derives the word from 
the “Beichtspiegel,” the confession 
mirror which is found in German 
prayer books. And so these Con- 
ferences are called a mirror useful 
to discover dangerous blemishes 
that could, if unheeded, become 
spiritual cancers. The title is un- 
usual but well to the i 
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Heloise and Abelard. By Etienne 
Gilsen, Chicago: Henry Regnery, 
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poignant love stories, of course; 
it is also one of the most misun- 
derstood. This is not to say that 
it can be easily understood, or 
that there is only one understand- 
ing of it possible—even Professor 
Gilson’s, as expounded in the pres- 
ent work. But the fact is that 
more nonsense has been believed 
about this famous pair than about 
most. 


Abelard is represented as a fal- 
len-away priest in the popular 
mind; Heloise, a victim of a cheap 
schemer. Or certain unpleasant 
circumstances have been highlight- 
ed to the exclusion of proper bal- 
ance. Even Catholic authors have 
varied widely in passing judgment 
on the medieval tragedy: some 
have hounded Abelard as relent- 
lessly as his contemporary ene- 
mies in Paris. 


Etienne Gilson, a world famous 
historian of philosophy, noted for 
long erudite studies, may have sur- 
prised a few of his readers in turn- 
ing his attention to something less 
than a problem in metaphysics, but 
he is sure to please them with his 
handling of this theme. He brings 
to his task the same erudition and 
the same spirit of scholarship; but 
he adds to them a literary grace, 
an understanding of human nature 
and a deft touch that wiljl assure 
this work a wide circle of readers. 


His theme is that Abelard final- 
ly achieves greatness of soul in the 
very face of his tragedy, but that 
he failed to lift Heloise over from 
the plane of a purely earthly love. 
He offers some extremely interest- 
ing “asides” on the ideals of the 
age, and its mores; he appends an 
important section on the famous 
letters which he accepts as genuine 
and which are crucial to one’s 
over-all understanding and final 
judgment. In a word, the book is 
delightful. 


It is not, fortunately, the duty 
of the reviewer to say what shall 
be the judgment of scholars and of 
the ages on the merits of the pres- 
ent work. He would rather coni- 
mend it to you as the product of a 
mature and _ penetrating mind 
united to a kindly heart. As such, 
it hardly needs further endorse- 
ment—the human interest of the 
case takes care of the rest. 


The Power of the Sacraments. 
By the Most Reverend George 
Grente, (Translated by Sister 
Mary Madonna, C.S.C.) N.Y.: PJ. 
Kenedy and Sons, $3.00. 


HIS “popular” study of the 

sacraments by the Archbishop 
of Le Mans will find a ready wel- 
come among the laity. It is label- 
ed “popular” by the publishers, 
and hence we have availed our- 
selves of that badly battered ad- 
jective. But it is a quite thor- 
ough non-technigal treatment of 
the great ordinary means of Grace 
which will be found informative 
and helpful by most of our readers. 
It has been well translated, too. 
This feature, plus a genuine gift 
of exposition on the part of the 
author, considerably lessens the 
difficulties the average reader 
might encounter in taking on the 
task of studying Sacred Theology 
—and that is what he will be do- 
ing here. 


The appeal of the book is not 
only to the laity, for private read- 
ing; it will serve effectively in 
the school library or on the shelv- 
es of the priest who wants to 
freshen up the weekly sermon. To

face Catholic) will abandon what 
their atrophied minds think the 
Church to be.

Because I have learn- 
ed the hard way that the guy who 
thinks he would be ‘making a fool- 
ish show of his religion,’ or “embar- 
rassing his friends, or ‘violating 
their rights’ ad nauseam, by a 
healthy and uncompromising 
avowal or the quiet and simple 
practice of his beliefs, is only kid- 
ding himself; that if he is afraid 
people might think him a _ hypo- 
crite if he made external manifes- 
tation of the recommended prac- 
tices of Holy Mother Church, then 
he'd better dig quickly into his 
own heart to find who would real- 
ly be accusing him of hypocrisy. 

“If we are going to call ourselves

tive examples to those ‘friends’ 
we are so afraid of hurting. And 
this could at the same time act 
as an inspiring incentive to other 
Catholics who may be still blind- 
ed by their own self-satisfied atti- 
tudes toward a God Who wants 
them to love Him and to show 
that love in the daily rounds of 
eating and working and resting.

Back To Baseball 


Have been talking football, and 
it’s still baseball season. My Na- 
tional League pick, the Dodgers, 
are doing very nicely ... but in 
the American League, those Boston 
Red Sox are struggling, if that is 
the appropriate word. 


However, none of the 16 major 
league teams, nor any other team 
or player in baseball would do very 
well were it not for the Hillerich 
family of Louisville, Ky. They are 
the outfit who have been manufac- 
turing most of the bats used in 
baseball for these many years. 


Did you ‘know that the rules 
provide that a bat: “Shall be 
round, not more than 2 3/4 inch- 
es in diameter at the thickest 
part, not more than 42 inches in 
length and entirely of hard, 
solid wood in one piece.” There 
is no rule on weight. 


Babe Ruth, at one stage of his 
career, used 54 ounce bats, but 
most of the time performed with 
a 37-inch 44-ounce weapon. In the 
latter stages of his playing days, 
however, he was down to a 36- 
ounce bat. 


Ty Cobb was faithful to one 
model. And it is reported that he 
used to have more than 200 bats 
laid out at home for ageing. After 
he thought they were properly 
aged, they still had to be carefully 
boned with ham bone before he 
used them. Cobb’s bats were 34% 
inches long and weighed 42 ounces. 


Honus Wagner used a 88-ounce 
bat which was, like Cobb’s, 34% 
inches long. And remember that old 
Honus won eight National League 
batting championships.

Augustine” tells about his early 
life of sin, and his conversion 
through the prayers of his mother.

Church’s Teaching 


The teaching of the Church on 
the invocation of omg and the 
Saints is expressed in these words 
by the Council of Trent: 


“The saints, who reign together 
with Christ, offer up their own 
prayers to God for men. It is good 
and useful suppliantly to invoke 
them, and to have recourse to their 

rayers, aid and help for obtaining 
enefits from God, through His 
Son, Jesus Christ, Who alone is 
our Redeemer and Savior. 

“Those persons think impiously 
who deny that the saints, who en- 
joy eternal happiness in heaven, 
are to be invoked; who assert that 
they do not pray for men; who de- 
clare that asking them to pray for 
each of us in particular is idolatry 
repugnant to the word of God, an 
opposed to the honor of the One 
Mediator of God and men, Christ 
Jesus (Sess. XXV).” 

You will note that the Council 
of Trent considered the Mediator- 
ship of Christ in the sense that He 
is the only Mediator. 

Just as Dallmann misinterprets 
Paul and John, Pa does he misin- 
terpret St. Alphonsus de Liguori. 
He certainly did not mean to say 
that one could not pray directly to 
Christ, because Catholic devotion 
is chiefly to Him. What he meant

REGISTRATION desks at some 11,000 Catholic schools throughout the United States will 
be visited this week and next, by nearly three million Catholic boys and girls who will 
begin or continue their education permeated with the Christian philosophy as given by Christ 
in His Gospel of peace for Christian living. | 
Approximately 115,000 teachers, including religious brothers, sisters, priests, and 

lay men and women, will again take their places in the classrooms of our Catholic schools 


and colleges, aiding parents in 


. their God-given responsibility to- 


ward their children. 


The primary right and duty of 
the education of children rests 
upon their parents. In this educa- 
tion, religious and moral training 
take precedence over every other 
kind of learning. 


To impress upon parents the 
seriousness of the obligation of 
religious instruction and of send- 
ing their children to a Catholic 
school, the Church in her canonical 
regulations has made some em- 
phatic statements: 


Canon Law Says: 


Parents are under the gravest 
kind of obligation to provide to 
the best of their ability for the 
religious and moral as well as 
for physical and civil education 
of their children, and for their 
temporal well-being. (1113) 

All the faithful must be ed- 
ucated from childhood in such 
a way that not only are they 
taught nothing contrary to faith 
and morals but that religious and 
moral training take first place. 
(1372, No. 1). 


Not only parents, but all those 
who take their place, have the 
right and the solemn duty to 
provide a Christian education for 
their children. (1372, No. 2). 


Rising to the need of parents in 
fulfilling the precepts of God and 
His Church are the thousands of 
young men and women who have 
dedicated their lives to the service 
of God in the education of youth. 
As the school is an aid to the busy 
parent in educating his children, 
so must parents cooperate with the 
school, its teachers and administra- 
tors in the educative process.

Delegated Authority, 


Parents’ authority over their 
children is a delegated authority. In 
bringing the child into this world 
they have cooperated with God. 
That cooperation with God did not 
cease with the birth of the child. 
The parent still stands in the place 
of God, and has the duty of bring- 
ing up that child in the fear and 
love of God, in the observance of 
His Commandments, in all the in- 
junctions of the moral law. Clearly 
the duty of education belongs to 
the parent. 


However, parents can and do 
delegate this duty to others when 
they place their child in a school. 
Thus they are obligated to place 
that child in a school that will ed- 
ucate him according to the God- 
given mandate. This is a point 
some (though few, we hope) par- 
ents forget to consider, when they 
send the child to secular schools 
for vain reasons of social prestige 
and the like, even though atten- 
dance at a Catholic school would 
be possible. 


At this time when parents are 
preparing for the coming school 
year, it might be well for them 
to recall a few statements of the 
hierarchy. At their annual meet- 
ing last fall, more than 180 card- 
inals, archbishops, and bishops 
challenged parents to resume the 
education of their children: “In 
recent decades, striking advances 
have been made in meeting the 
child’s physical, emotional, and 
social needs, but his moral and re- 
ligious needs have not been met 
with the same solicitude and un- 
derstanding... 


“As a result many of our chil- 
dren today betray confusion and 
insecurity ...” The child’s “first 
and highest allegiance is to God. 
From his earliest years he must be 
taught that he is destined for life 
with God in eternity.” 

The bishops also reminded 
everyone that Catholic parents are 
acting within their rights when 
setting up their own school sys- 
tem, ause they, and not the 
state, possess the primary right to 
educate. 

They also asserted that “Religion 
will help the child to develop a 
sense of God, a sense of direction, 
a sense of responsibility, and a 
sense of mission in this life.” 

It is well known that over 50% 
of our Catholic children are not in 
Catholic schools. For many of 
these, no Catholic school is avai- 
lable; for some the Catholic 
schools are already more than over- 
crowded; and for others, it is sheer 
neglect. What an account will not 
those parents have to render at the 
judgment seat of the Almighty, for 
neglect, when they could have sent 
their children to a Catholic school, 
and did not make the effort to do

Since the days of World War II, 
the building programs of parochial 
schools dot the land. In the diocesan 
school systems, over 200 Catholic 
schools were erected last year. 
Statistical records for one state 
for the ten-year period, 1939 to 
1949, reveal the fact that the Cath- 
olic schools educated more than 
50,000 pupils per year. This has 
eliminated the cost of their educa- 
tion from the state, thus saving in 
the ten-year period the immense 
total of over seventy billion dol- 
lars.

In his encyclical on the “Chris.

He further explains “. . . the 
mere fact that a school gives some 
religious instruction, does not 
bring it into accord with the rights 
of the Church and of the Christian 
family, or make it a fit place for 
Catholic students. To be this, it 
is necessary that all the teaching 
and the whole organization of the 
school, and its teachers, syllabus 
and textbooks in every branch, be 
regulated by the Christian spirit, 
under the direction and maternal 
supervision of the Church; so that

foundation and crown of the 
youth’s entire training.” 

The encyclical then quotes Pope 
Leo XIII on the same subject: “It 
is necessary not only that religious

Only on very rare occasions was 
Monsignor Martina seen outside 
the compound. He most certainly 
was not known in any official cir- 
cles, be they Chinese, Japanese, 
American or Italian. For many 
months prior to his actual arrest 
on May 12, 1951, he was confined 
to the Delegation under house 
arrest. 


From all the circumstances, it 
becomes clear that the commun- 
ists manufactured the charges 
against Monsignor Martina to give 
some semblance to their absurd 
charges that the Catholic Church 
was involved in an alleged plot 
against Mao Tse Tung. The sim- 
ple fact is that the priest was only 
one of the many refugee mission- 
aries living in Peking, although 
the only foreigner living at the 
formér Delegation. 


The Apostolic Delegation in 
China ceased to exist in Decem- 
ber, 1946, when Archbishop An- 
tony Riberi, newly appointed In- 
ternuncio to China established his 
residence at Nanking, which at 
that time had just become the 
capital of China. 


It is felt here that the condem- 
nation of Monsignor Martina will 
be used by the communist pro- 
paganda as further material 
against Archbishop Riberi who 
has been under increasingly bitter 
attacks since last March. Although 
the free world has long become 
used to similar trumped-up charg-

Berlin Red Youth 
Festival Obscured 


Reds Have Succeeded 

In Capturing Hearts 

And Minds Of Young 
J. J. GILBERT 


Washington—(NC) — American 
correspondents in Berlin have sent 
long reports on the communist- 
arranged “World Youth Festival” 
there, but person. familiar with 
the situation in that city and East- 
ern Germany seriously doubt whe- 
ther these reports enable Ameri- 
can readers to obtain a realistic 
picture and a sober understanding 
of what has happened in the ruins 
of Berlin. 

Most of the reports have stress- 
ed the fact that thousands of par- 
ticipants in the youth festival 
crossed the border lines separating 
the communist-controlled eastern 
parts of Berlin from the western 
sectors. There they gazed at the 
show windows filled with the fabu- 
lous riches. of the “decadent west- 
ern imperialists” and “scrounged” 
a free meal in western soup kitch- 
ens and youth hostels. Many hun- 
dreds are said to have asked asy- 
lum in the West because they 
dreaded the prospect of having to 
return to the dreary life under a 
totalitarian regime. 


These are undoubtedly facts and, 
as such, welcome news favorable 
to “our side.” But, it is asked 
here, what about the hundreds of 
thousands of uniformed boys and 
girls who did not visit western 
Berlin, who, to all appearances, 
cheerfully marched for hours, 
“heiling” the pictures of Stalin 
and the propagandistic slogans 
mouthed by his henchmen? Is 
there any reason to assume that 
they will return to their homes 
fed up and disgusted? Is it not far 
more possible, even probable, that 
they will leave Berlin still more 
closely tied to the communist char- 
jot, still more firmly convinced 
that they are riding a communist 
“wave of the future” which, as 
their bosses told them, will sweep 
away the “western war mongers”? 

Those in close touch with the 
situation in Eastern Germany, in- 
cluding priests in Berlin, have 
again and again warned against 
under-estimating the astounding, 
and truly shocking, progress made 
by the communist regime there in 
capturing the hearts and minds of 
youth. They still recall the scenes 
(“frightening,” a Berlin priest 
said of them) at a similar festival 
last year when tens of thousands 
of boys and girls. marched for 
hours in a downpour and demon- 
strated an enthusiasm which would 
have been truly admirable if it 
had served a worthy cause. 

“It would be dangerous to as- 
sume that all this enthusiasm was 
merely artificially stirred up,” this 
priest said. “The Reds, somehow 
have managed to poison not only 
the minds but also the hearts of 
these boys and girls. They think 
they have something worth living 
and fighting for. Unless the West 
succeeds in giving them something 
better, they will, within a short 
time, be irretrievably lost to our 
cause.”

other “lron Curtain” countries in- 
dicate that there, too, the young 
people are the mainstay of com- 
munist power. 

In view of all these facts, ob- 
servers here warn that it would be 
disastrous to over-estimate the im- 
portance and effects of a compara- 
tively small number of young com- 
munist back-sliders, who were cur- 
ious to see how the other half in 
Berlin lives. 

Nor is it opportune, they say, 
to dismiss the Berlin youth festi- 
val as a mere communist propa- 
ganda stunt. It was a_ serious 
matter for the hundreds of thou- 
sands of boys and girls who took 
part it in. And we had better do 
some very serious thinking about 
how to counter-act its effects and 
do something better.

They set to work patiently to try 
to solve the puzzle, identifying 
each bone and fragment of bone 
and labelling them before finally 
placing them back in their coffin 
and reburying them.

Thomas was slain when the crown 
of his skull was sliced off by a 
sword blow and that an authentic 
relic: would obviously show this un- 
mistakably.

Al- 
though it is separate from the rest 
of the headpiece, it is a naturally 
broken piece of a buried cranium. 
It is typically jagged, angulated 
and irregular as coronas are, and 
fits into the rest of the skull. The 
skull does, however, show a small 
wound.

istorical Society, thinks the bones 
may be those of another Martyr- 
Archbishop, St. Alphege, who was 
killed by Danish invaders at Can- 
terbury some 200 years before. 

St. Alphege’s head was, accord- 
ing to legend, split by the axe of 
a Dane. This would have caused 
a greater scar than that on the 
present skull.
